THE RAILWAY ROUTE. 

Witbin the past few days the pub- 
lic mind baa been somewhat agitated 
by tbo promulgation of unoflScial re- 
ports of a coiatomplated change in the 
Columbiau section of the route of the 
Cauiidiau Pucifio Baihvay. It is as- 
sertGd that tbo parties just in from the 
surveys bavo made important discover- 
ies in tbe caiiyons of Frasor llivor, 
aud that a lioo has boon run by follow- 
ing which tho enormous work of tun- 
neling, before reported, will be dis- 
paused with. Tho plan, so far as wo 
can hear, that has rocomniGuded itself 
to tho onginoors is to start from Yalo 
and throw a bridge across the Fraser 
at a point a inilo or two above Yale, 
' wbere but a short span is required, 
thus avoiding a very heavy blulY. 
Continuing along the left aide of the 
river for a short diatanco another bluff 
ia reacbed whore a .socoud crossing is 
made with the aid of hugo rock that 
Btaudhi like a natural pior iu the centre 
of the stream- Tlio lino is then con- 
tinued along the Yale side of the river 
to a point opposite Jackass mountain, 
where another and linal crossing is 
. eflected. Thence the lino to Teto 
Jauno Cache is said to bo unmarked 
by any diiKculties of a formidable 
character. 'I'he advocates of the ad- 
option of the Fraser Biver route are 
jubilant over these reported "discov- 
'eriea." and pvufoss to regard tho selec- 
tion of their favorite lino as all but 
accomplished. It has never been dis- 
puted that the Fraser offers the best 
' gradients of any route that has been 
. ..Burvejed in the Province. Tho map 
" of Mr. Fleming, issued in 1874, shows 
■ such to be the case; and Mr. Mack- 
enzie, iu bis speech in the House last 
session, referring to the "Valley of 
the Fraser" as "ft gorge or cleft in the 
plateau which constituted British Col- 
umbia," said "the more favorable 
grades could bo uudoubtedly obtained 
by taking that cleft and following it 
down to tbe sea, tliau by tho other 
routes. But enormous Uuiuuling would 
have to ha done and other expeuBivo 
works such fts high walla would luvvo to 
be undertaken ; so the Government, though 
■with reluctance, were driven to seek a 
more favoi able route." The easy gradient 
ol tbe Fraser jouto, therefore, will not bo 
news to tbo Ottawa Government. Tbu 
only matter to bo considered is whether 
the plan proposed of bridging tho ri or 
will be deemed so far practicable at Otta- 
wa as to iuduce tho Governmeat to set 
asido national considerations and adopt 
tho Fraser as tho route of tbo radway. 
In the Beloctioa of the Hue for a national 
route local considerations mnst stand 
aside. We have frequently drawn atten- 
tion to the easy gradients of the Fraser 
Touto, and have not lost sight of tbo faot 
that the adoption of that route would eu- 
able Biitish Columbia to feed herself by 
drawing tho prime necessaries from thu 
interior instead of being dependent on a 
foreign country for them, yo much for 
local considerations. If we turn to the 
higher or national consideration we shall 
find that the interests of the Empire de- 
mand that the railway shall not be located 
in a part of tho country where it will 
prove a mere fccdov to tho American linos 
that will shortly dnd a wcHtorn terminus 
at tbo best harbor nearOBt tho -iOth paral- 
lel. To make the Canadian a nutional 
railway it roust be located along a lino 
that will enable it to escape the ruinous 
competition of i foreign company. Nor 
would it be WIho to torininuto tho lino ata 
point toreacii which our sliips must pass 
beiiputh the gni'S of a foreign jjower. 
BattoriOd oreL'iud on Han Juun and Lopox 
Islands wouul command Uanal ile Haro 
and tho Bosaiio Straits and by effectually 
closing their navigation to British ves- 
toLs would <-l(jntio^v tlic commerce of tho 
Province by cutting oil" tho cuuiiuuuie:i- 
tion of the Mainland with tho sea. To 
reach Burrard inlet (tho practical termi- 
nus should the Fraser route be adopted ) 
tho British couiiuorco of the I'acily; wouUl 
oxiat only uj)oii the Biilloniiico of tlii^ 
Amor'caijH. Uii"ii ihc o^'c^nn enco of tiio 
lirst unph asimtiict-s the avi iiuiv^ to Bur- 
rard luk-t would bu clus'-d ami tiic Pio- 
vince lost. Tho strategical imporianco of 
the disputed islands was not forgotieu by 
tlie Americans when ijros-sioK their claims 
to tlu'in; and should Burrard lulot lie 
adoptiMl as tho tt'i'iuinu.H of our I'oiul thu 
old f.dilo of tha ^pi^ler and tin: lly would 
bo found very iipidiciihle to our ciiso in 
tho event of a war botvvecui tht! two im- 
tions. To make the Canadian Pacilic 
Bail way a national Buocesu it shonld ter- 
minate nt Esquimau and it should reach 
Esquimau r,„ Bute lulot. Three great 
(l':.^!>lc);tlit Would thus bo fiatisllod. Tho 
terminus would bu always vptn to com- 
munication by Sea; at no point alon^' 
its entire lino would the commerce of tho 
Dominion bo imperiled by having to 
thread its way through nurrow straits and 
canals nverloukcd on either bide by for- 
c-i^u l)altiM'ios; niid the road runiiiiiK 
thronyl) tho ci.ntro of the I'roviucu would 
ullimately'bo of greater advantage to tho 
Bomioion than if it were to be carried too 
far South to Fraser Biver or too far North 
to Dean C»nal.

sivo years shall bo supplanted by a 
new tenure of power to their political 
opponents the Domocrats. In many 
respects it may bo deemed desirable 
that after the long Eepublican roign a 
change of party power should take 
place, for it cannot bo denied that otU- 
cial irregularities of morotlian ordinary 
huG have boon discovered during tho 
incumbency of those who bave beid 
tho roins of gOTeromeot for tho past 
four years. Whether those irregulari- 
ties would bo diminished or abolished 
by the ascendancy of Democratic offi- 
cials ia a matter diflicult to decide. 
Democrats naturally infer that they 
would, and llopublioans equally as 
forcibly argue that they Would not be. 
If the former bave won the quadren- 
nial battle there can be no doubt the 
victory will be most popular, and one 
whijch could have only been achieved 
by a stubborn light in which tho com- 
mon sense of the people was appealed 
to . From Btat'stios before ua we ob- 
serve that the vote oast in 1868 
amounted to 5,72J:,G8'1:, of which stu- 
pendous total tbo Kepnblican party 
obtained a majority of 305,-158. Tlie 
vote for tbe subsequent term, 1872-7G, 
was very materially increased, being 
ing then 6,431,149; and this year it is 
anticipated that tho aggregate will 
approximate 7,000,000, and of this 
grand total nearly one-seventh is "col- 
ored." It is more than probable that 
before tho expiration of to-day the 
electric telegraph will convey to us the 
iiitolligenco as to the result of the elec- 
tion. Opinions thereon bavo been 
diverse, for whilst in New York Tilden's 
sujjportors bave "olYored odds" on tho 
success of Ihu Domocratio party, in Sun 
Francisco, tho oxtremo oppobito portion 
of tho States, inouey luis been freely ven- 
tured thai the Eepublicana will carry the 
(lay with ease. Here, where the politiciil 
strife of our neighbors has not been a 
inaKor of siii)rome inoiuent, one has al- 
most no oniuiou to otF,jr. The party linos 
are not altogether familiar to British Col- 
umbiaDB,wbo, although evincing an inter- 
est in the good government of the States, 
are content to leave the issue in the hands 
of those whose duty it is to see that tho 
most honorable and nstufo men are elect- 
ed to represent their iiitorGsts at th" Capi- 
tol.

LoKuo.v,Nov. G— An Indian nowapaper, 
theP/o«eer, sums up llio jirospects as to 
the famine in Boml'ay as follows: Famine 
ill Shalaporu and extioine dearth at Poo- 
nali; great scarcitv in six other dis'trtots. 
All these districts" will yield only a frac- 
tion of thinr ordinary rovenuo. It ii 
hoped that tlio distr. ss may bo relieved 
at a sixth of the cost of tho Bengal famine. 

The man-of-war Nelson, of 7000 tons 
displacement, 60UO horse-power and 20 
guns, was launched at Glafgow on Satur 
day.

Russian olllccrs express the belied' that 
thousands of Russians liavo fallen in 
tho valley of IMorava, and they openly

to'^iirgo them to attack the Turks. 

The SliuularU's Belgrade correspondent 
reports that soino mounted Russiuu offi- 
cers had been robbed and hacked to pieces 
by men appointed to cany them to tho 
rear.

Tho Thames conservators have sued 
the municipal authorities of Kingston 
for $500,000 penalty, or §250 a day for 
2,000 days, for letting sewage flow into 
the river. 

There has been nothing further this 
week on the Pacilic llaihvay question. 
Tho matter has been quite dropped, 
aud is hardly lik* ly to again attract 
the Dotiee of the London papers un- 
less it were to enter upon a fresh 
phase. 

At ShefSeld the Master in Lunacy 
has liold an enquiry disclosing extra- 
ordinary facts relating to Miss Eliza- 
beth Slicarmond, an exceedingly ec- 
centric wealthy liuly, living at Shar- 
row, Sholhekl, for the purpose of ns- 
cortaiuiug her state of uiind. Tho 
family are wealthy; ono sister, although 
worth X30,000, went begging; another 
similarly wealthy is a lunatic. The 
evidence given showed that the subject 
of enquiry frequently sat on the dooi" 
step with only her chemise on. She 
generally kept her meat a fortnight 
before cooking it, was filthy in her 
habits, aud would leave cheques about 
or pi es,s them upon the acceptance of 
farious persons. 

One of the most wonderful cities in 
the world is Bankok, the capital of 
Siam. On either side of tho wide, ma- 
jestic .stream, moored in regular streets 
iind alleys, extending as far ns tho oyo 
(tan roiioh, are upwnril of 70,000 neat 
little houses, each one floating on a 
compact raft of bamboos, and the 
whole intermediate space of the river 
is one rlense mass of ships, junks, and 
boats of every conceivable shape, col- 
our, aud liize. 

While being lowered for tho purpo-ne 
of destroying a sunken wreck in the 
Uoughly, a torpedo exploded, killing 
Sergeant Harrison and seven natives 
who were conducting the operation. 

Three of the four SU-ton guns in 
course of manutncturo at Woolwich 
for tho turrets of Her Majesty's iron- 
clad Inflexible are in a forward state, 
and one is so near completion that it 
only needs the addition of the trunnion 
coil to be ready for the finishing touch- 
es. 

A painful discussion took place at a 
meeting hold in Grooiiock for thepur- 
))oso of forming a branch Temperance 
Absociation in accordance with tho 
G eneral Assembly's deliverance. One 
of tho speaker.^, tho Rev. Mr. Pullar- 
ton, wiulo moving a resolution, said 
ho was glad that tho Church had taken 
up the question of Temperance; but 
ho added "he had been pained beyond 
measure to see a drinking saloon in 
tho General Assembly of the Church 
of Scotland. These violent defenders 
of hanuouiuina could go down after- 
wards and refresh themselves with 
Dutch couiago. The first thing they 
should do was to abolish that saloon. 
Before the General Assembly rebuked 
the parties who attempted to setup a 
publican's congiogation in Portobello, 
tliey should have tlouo away with the 
publican's bar in the General Assem- 
bly." This frightful Btatemont natur- 
ally produced a profound sensation, 
and the Rev. Mr. M'OuUoch rose to 
explain, thinking that a correct version 
of tho uffiiir Hhoiihl be given to the 
public. "There was," ho said, "not the 
slightest doubt that a drinking saloon 
had existed in llio General Assembly, 
but the Assembly had washed its 
hands of the matter, inasmuch as last 
year there was no such thing." 

A hero of tho sea died at Liverpool, 
England, on the'ltbinat. Cornelius 
L. Brady was third oflicerof the steam- 
ship Atlantic, of tho White Wtar Lino, 
which went ashore ou tho coast of 
NovaScotia April 1, 1873. Through 
his heroic efforts many lives wero 
saved by his swimming to a rock with 
a line, and later ou, in tho year 1874, 
when a [lasaungoi ou boaid the stcarasr 
Peiui.sylviiiiia, of llio American Lino, 
on her voyage from Liverpool to Phil- 
adelphia, after the captain and two 
chief oflScers were washed over board 
and every prospect of tho ship foun- 
dering, be took coiniuaiid and brought 
her Hufoly into port. It was through 
exposure iu tho last iustanco he con- 
tracted the disease ^cousumplion) of 
which he died. 

Mrs Morris, the lady charged with 
the wilful murder of two of her chil- 
dren by shooting, at (^lonby, near 
Liverpool, on the 2(>lh ultimo, was 
brought u^) at tlio Kirkdalo Petty 
Sessions, chajged with that crime, 
and, in addition, with the attempted 
murder of a third child, and with 
attempted suicide. This case, it will 
be remembered, is that iu which the 
prisoner, who is the widow of a bank 
(derk, mid lived iu very comfortable 
circumstances, booamo unhinged in 
her mind through brooding over the 
death of her husband, and gave way to 
distvessiiig fancies with regard to her 
position and the welfare of her child- 
ren. Ou the day named she got up 
early in tho nioruiiig and shot her 
two eldest daughters dead, wounded 
a son, and Qred at a fourth ohild. -She 
afterwards shot herself iu the bead. 
Mrs. Morris was committed for trial 
on the capital charge.

The War in the Transvaal. 



Th© "Cape Times" says,-— "Tho 
Transvaal war ha? now become most 
serious. The perfect collupso of the 
army under President Burgers, and 
the complete melting away before 
the enemy of- anything likomilitaiy 
organization, has tempted the natives 
to join the frfty, Cetohways, the Zulu 
King, has sent word to the Natal 
Government that he can no longer 
restrain his people. His army wos 
about to move on tho Tnuusvaal. 
Cotchways will take into tho field 
nearly .10,000 of bravest native warriors 
in South Africa. Secocoeni has moved 
ou Lcydenbiirg with 4,000 natives, 
aud sends worcl to the English that ho 
intends making a wholesale massacre 
of the Piitch. The greatest anxiety 
prevails in the colony, and tlio next news 
from the Transvaal is looked forward 
to with much fear." 

Tho "Cape Standard" and "Jlail" 
says: — "Tho main body of the Bur- 
ghers has been deficicuL 111 ))hick, but 
their failure oannot bo called a defeat, 
and matters are not as bad as they 
looked at first sight. There is, bow- 
ever, a report that Celcliways will 
attack the Transvaal, which would 
greatly innroaso its diniculticH. Till
